Washington, Apr. 30. 

The Atomic Energy 
Commission announced: to- 
day that at least two of 
the: bigger explosions in 
this spring’s weapons tests 
will be detonated from 
captive balloons high over 
the Nevada Desert. 


The explosions will yleld 
violence greater than that of 
20,000 tons of TNT, the AEC 
sald. The bomb that destroyed 
Hiroshima in August, 1945, was 
equivalent to 15,000 tons of ‘TNT. 

Of the nine “public” explo- 
sions &ix will be under 20,000 
tons of TNT in energy yield and 
three will be above.’ All of the 
smaller weapons and one of the 
larger will be exploded from 
steel towers.—-United Press,
